DEATH OF GEN. HATCH.

Brevet Maj.-Gen. Edward Hatch, Colonel 8th
U. 8. Cav., died sudden!y at Los Angeles, Cal.,
Thursday, April 11, from a stroke of apoplexy,
| while on leave from Fort Robinson, Neb. His
death will be greatly mourned by throngs
| of people here in Washington as well as by the
Army und old soldiers sil through the Union,
for no cflicer in the service was more popular
t}m'n the Landsowe avd gallaut cavalry Gen-
eral,
He was born in Maine, Dec. 22, 1831, and
was, therefore, only a little more than 57 years
of age. Afler passing through college he grad-
pated in law st Harvard, and at once went
West to practiee his profession, locating at Mus-
catine, Iowa. where he resided when the war
of the rebellion eame upon the country.
He at once raised 2 company for the 2d Towa
Cav,, being commissioned Aug. 12, 1861, but &
| month laler the young lawyer was promoted
to Major, snd in December to Lieutenant-Colo-
| nel. 1o June, 1662, he became Colonel of the
regiment, and soon became known us a dashing
fighter sud energelic aud tireless commander.
| Hewas very prominent in Grierson’s eclebrated
raid through Mississippi, and was in noearly
every Latile that was fonght in the West, _lie
was wounded several times, onee very danger-
ousiy. " Hatel's persunal raids" into the ene-
my's lines were freguent and almest invarisbly
successful, and in the Spring of 1864 he had
gained, as well as earned, his silver star as
DBrigadier-Gereral,

fo Atlanta, he was especially active on the
flanks of Sherman’s army, and when Gen.
George H. Thomas was sent back to attend to

In the battle at Franklin and in the hattles
aronnd Nashville, under Thomas, he and the
regimenis of bis division gave an excellent
account of themseives, and Gen. Hatch added
another star on each shoulder by the brevel of
Maujor-Genernl for “gallant and meritarions
gervices in the battles belore Nushville,”

He was mustered cut of the volunteer sery-
ice Jan. 15, 1366, with the best batch of volun-
teer Generals, but when the Regular Army
was inereased in the Summer of that year, he
was one of the two civiliau soldiers appointed
Calonels of Cavalry—the other beingGen. Grier-
son—and wuas assigned to the 9th, a coloved
regiment, ?

His suliseguent service has been as brilliant
as that dorizg the war, and for a number of
years it has been a surprize to the Army, when

SUNKEN WAR SHIPS.

The Lautest From the Typhoon at Apia,

A {uil account of the disaster at Apia, Sa-
moan Islands, was cabled last Sunday from
Apia by the American Viece-Consul, The de-
taiis are graphie, and will be of interest to all
our readers. There was much heroism dis-
played by both scamen and officers, and many
men were lost becanse they rofnsed to leave
thicir posts of dotly until ordered to doso. The
fiagship Trenton arrived at Apia on Mareh 11
from Panama, and shie now lies within u stone’s
throw of the American Conszalate an the Coral
reefs, and is fast going to pieces. The Vandalia
left San Francisco Feb. 23 last, and now lies
buried out of sight between the Trenton and
the shore, only her shattered foremast and
smokestack appearing above water. The Van-
dalix lost four officersand thirty-nine men ; her
Captain, C. M. Schoonmaker, being oue of the
first to perish in the angry waves.

The Nipsic wns beached, and lay with her
bow hizh on the baach, within five feet of the
water's edge, for several days, bnt althongh
badly damaged was haaled off a few days after
the storm, and is tho only war ship xficat in
the harbor, and guite a number of the officers
and crew remain aboard. ‘Phe vessel only lost
five men, occasioned by the sinking of oune of
her small bonts, which bad been Jaunched to
aid persons who were strogeling with the
Waves.

The German gunbeat Eber lost the most men,
her entire crew, with the exception of Lieut.
Gaedoke, perishing. There were five men of
the crew who were on shore leave, howover,
and consequently escaped the general destrue-
Lion.

Just on the edge of the reef, about 500 yards
west of the Treunton, isall that remains of the
Adier, the flagship of the German Sguadron in
Samonn walers, The Adler was washed on
top of the reef and turned completely over on
her side. She has remained in that position
since, and is almost cntirely out of watoer.
Nearly every man aboard was throwu info the
water when the Adier struck, but only 20 sail-
ors were drowned, and all her officers were
saved. The German corvette Olga is fast npon®
a windflat, about o quarter of a mile east of the
American vessels,

Winle the stormn was raging and the vessels
were fighting for their lives the German ship
Olga came in eolligion with nearly every other
man-of-war in the harbor, and was badly
dumaged above her water-line. It is thought
that she ean be towed off. No lives were lost
on the Olga,

The English corvette, Calliope, whose ma-
chinery is very powerful, was the only vessel
which escaped the general destruction, She is
eapable of going at the rate of 16 knots an hour,
and even then she barely escaped going ashore
at the same place the Adler was wrecked., Jast
as she was sbout to strike the reof she let go
her anchors and putting on all steam got to
sea, and although badly damaged, rode out
the terrible gale and suffered no loss of life.

Some of the wost daring acts were performed
by these brave seamen.

Capt. Mullau, of the Nipsie, insisted upon
being the last wan to leave the ship. ile
fnally found hiwself on deck with Licut. John

A. Shearman and two sailors. He ordered the
sailors to leave, which they did. The Captain,
being unable to swim, did not care to trust to
descending the rope by means of his hands
and legs as all others had done, so he procured
an empty water cask, whieh be attached Lo tlie
hawser. When ho was seated in the cask
Shearman stood alone on the deck and started
his brave commauder down the ropes. The
plucky Licutenant then climbed down the rope
in the usual way, and the Nipsic was left alone
to battle with Lhe waves.
